And foz that they 
wwouldnot incurre the diſpleaſure of any of thoſe coe- 
quall Captaines, that had ſo bꝛauely demeaned them- 
ſelues, a mation was made amongſt them, that foz ſo 
much as there was no lineall ſucceſſion left foz the in⸗ 
beritance of their kingdome, they then had thus deter⸗ 
mined to caſt lots amongſt them all ſo to choſe their 
King : which fell vpon Adrianus, of wham they were 
as glad as his owne hap was good, who with eneryſe- 
uerall ceremonie belonging to the coꝛonation of ſuch a 
King eſtabliſhed in that countrte, hee ſirſt recals from 
their baniſhment all thoſe Dutlawes by whom he was 
bzonght thither, and pꝛeferring ol his friend and ſome⸗ 
times his Captaine, to a place ot great authozitie in his 
kingdome, taught him to imploy his wit in the building 
of that Common wealth vp againe, the which afoꝛe he 
laboured to pull downe. This Captaine we tolde pou 
beloze 
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befoze had bp Liuia his As es FEES. 
Laryna, to whom Adrianus in the time of his abode in 


her fathers houſe had oftentimes made lone, and ſher 


with like fauour requited him, who but foz the ſudden 
ſound of theſe new wꝛought warres, had by the con- 
fent of their parents befo2e inioyed the pleaſure they 
both ſo inſtantly deſired , who then comming to the 
Court with her mother, the two captiue Qucenes, and 
the reſt of their retinne, was pzeſently by the conſent 
of the Senate, who deſired nothing moꝛe then ſome iſ⸗ 
ſuing heires that might ſucceMinely fallow in 

ſeion of this kingdome, coupl | 
this new King. After which topfull dap, the 
the Nucene, with the reſt of the Robles
